born in Kent two hundred years ago yester- 
day, the son. of a Yorkshire soldier of Irish 
extraction. He was, without doubt, one 
of the greatest of British generals, and 
t his genius may be traced the birth of 
two great nations—the United States. of 
America and the Dominion of Canada. 
Before he was twenty years of age he saw 
service in many lands and fought on the 
tragic field of Culloden, and when he was 
twenty-three he commanded his battalion. 
His exploits are the more remarkable 
when it is considered that all his life he 
suffered from ill health and that he was 
obliged to carry his fragile body through 
such rigours in campaigning: as are 
unknown to our own times, Someone 
spoke sympathetically to him of his sick- 
ness. “Do not talk to me of constitu- 
tion,” he said; “spirit will carry a man 
through anything.” At the age of thirty- 
three he received the opportunity of glory 
that he always craved. Marked as a leader |. 
of audacity and genius, this youthful 
general was entrusted with the great task 
of destroying the French stronghold in 
the New World. -The story of Wolfe’s 
campaign is familiar, not merely to every 
—/ student of military history, but to every 
schoolboy ; for the culminating capture of 
the Heights of Abraham and the death 
of Wolfe and Montcalm, the opposing 
generals, form one of those stirring episodes 
that impress themselves upon the generous 
imagination. Last week we published 
extracts from the. newly-discovered narra- 
tive of an Ulster officer who followed: 
Wolfe in that momentous struggle. “ Mr. 
Wolfe was killed when the effort was made 
by the regular troops.

National Finance. 


It is customary in certain directions on 
every successive quarter day to harrow the 
soul of the taxpayer by throwing at him 
a stream of figures suggesting huge deficits 
in the national balance-sheet. This has 
happened in connection with the Ex- 
chequer return issued on L.cember 3lst. 
Hundreds of millions are in question, and 
the taxpayer is led to imagine that he 
will see a deficit of many millions at the 
close of the financial year. ‘This, if al! 
goes well between now and March 3%st, 
Is a wild exaggeration; for the gap 
between the estimated and actual revenue 
for the year will not be so very consider 
able, and, whatever it is, it will be met 
by the Sinking Fund. That there is a 
decline of something like. twenty million 
pounds in the income tax is not sur- 


| prising ; for many people had to go with- 


out. dividends last year.. Much of this 
falling off will be made good, however, 
before April, particularly i the expected 
trade boom begins. 


A Campaign against Communism. 


Within the past few days the Cabinet 
has changed its collective’ view as to the 
wisdom of taking a definite line of action 
regarding the Bolsheviks and Communists, 
and it is possible that the coming session 
will see some important. steps taken to 
deal with the activities of these disturbers 
of the public peace. ‘It is said that tho 
Prime Minister, who formerly inclined to 
a policy of negation, in present citcum- 
stances has changed his mind, and now 
p.c with favour the point of view 
held by Lord Birkenhead and Sir William 
Joynson-Hicks. ' The result may be a 
great campaign in the country against 
the extremists, in which Ministers and 
members of Parliament may take part. 
It is felt in Conservative: circles more 
strongly than ever that Socialist and 


‘Communist propaganda has been allowed 


to continue unchecked far too ‘Jong, and 
its advocates are to be attacked boldly in 
their strongholds. Smethwick. where free 
speech was utterly refused to the constitu- 
tional candidates, has done much to bring 
about the strengthening of Conservative 
opinion. 


Disarmament. 


Although no official steps have been 
taken by the United States Government 
for the calling of a new Disarmament Con- 
ference this year, such a development is 
not improbable. President Coolidge now 
is considering reports from the United 
States Ambassadors at the principal 
capitals as to the welcome which such 


an invitation would receive. Unofficial 


discussions have gone so far as to the 
consideration of the extent of a disarma- 
ment scheme, which could form the basis 
of a conference. In view of the slow 
progress made by the League of Nations 
Preparatory Disarmament Commission, 
there is an influential group in the 
United States in favour of a wide scheme 
being submitted; but, should that course 
prove inexpedient, the conference will be 
called with the object of extending the 
Washington Naval Treaty in order to bring 
the limitation of light Crpisers within its 
scope. It is heltovel that the British view 
is that, if light cruisers ate to be limited, 
submarines should, be dealt with 
similarly; but this is a point which 
caused considerable controversy at the 
previous Washington Conference. 


Peace in Industry. 


I mentioned last month that an interest- 
ing meeting will take place between 
leading industrialists and trade unions 
with a view to the promotion of peace in 
industry. The first meeting has taken 
place, and the secrecy surrotnding it has 
been preserved’ most carefully. It is 
known now that it took place at Wim- 
borne House, and among those present, 
in addition to Lord Wi.aoorne, were Mr. 
Winston Churchill, Sir: Max Muspratt, 
Mr. Clynes and Mr. Cramp. The‘ pro- 
ceedings, it is said, were informal; but, 
as I mentioned last month, they are but 
a preliminary to important developments. 
It is not beyond the bounds of possibility 
that a new organisation, representative of 
the hitherto opposing forces of Capital 
and Labour, may be formed to promote 
an understanding ardently desired by 
those who have the real interest of the 
country at heart.

IRISH RAINFALL IN 1926. 


The year 1926, according to the records 
kept at three stations, was the driest year 
that Ireland has had for almost forty 
years. i 

The records kept at Blandsfort, Queen’s 
County, show that the total rainfall for 
the year was 34.66 inches, and that rain 
The average for the 
past 53 years was 36.52 inches during 214 
days. The driest year was 1887, when 
there was a total rainfall of 24.59 inches 
on 167 days. The wettest year on record 
was 1903, when rain fell on 251 days to 
a depth of 47,03 inches. 

At Howth Castle the rainfall of 1926 
was 5.53 inches below the average of the 
last seventeen years. The total fall was 
25 inches, recorded on 195 days. At 
Sunnyside, Carlow, the total fall was 
36.15 inches, and the days on which rain 


"fell 204. The records at; all three stations 


show'that March and December were very 
dry, and November and January wet.

The 
machine had been captured, the decisive 
votes were successfully engineered, and co- 
operative loyalty, secured by an elaborate 
articulated system. of coercion, did the 
rest. 

Attention had recently been directed to 
the trade union ballot, 
which was admittedly extreme. The 
small percentage of the registered voters 
who took part in: municipal elections 
throughout the country was. notorious... It 
explained the incompetence, the extra- 
vagance, and even the corruption of local 
government. The  ill-consequences and 
absurdities were admitted, but the abuses 
continued. .- 

If Christian trade unionists cut a sorry 
figure in the general strike they might at 
least plead. as séme extenuation of their 
failure that they were not assisted, as they 
might fairly have expected, by the 
Churches to which they belonged. 

SILENT OR APPROVING. 

‘So far as my observation enabled me 
to form a judgment, the parochial clergy 
and Nonconformist ministers were either 
silent or approving,’ said Dr. Henson. 
‘‘ Breach of contract and disloyalty to the 
State went unrebuked, and the abominable 
wickedness known as peacefu] picketing 
aroused no audible protest from . any 
Christian Church. 

“When havegthe clergy the right to 
speak with the%authority of their sacred 
office in industrial disputes? If they take 
sides in secular politics they will, as 
matters stand in Englatd to-day, ‘never 
speak with authority at all. Two tasks 
must needs take precedence in the minds 
of those who live in an industrial dis- 
trict—the reform of trade union law and 
the treatment of the permanently unem- 
ployed. Neither can be postponed or 
trified with if the nation is to escape irom 
a recurrence of the troubles of last year 

WHAT IT IMPLIES. 

“There will, of course, be many whe 
will seek to persuade the multitude ol 
trade unionists that a reform of the law 
implies an attack on the trade unions. It 
is well, therefore, to state and emphasise 


“the fact that the whole purpose of reform 


is to serve the true interests of the trade 


unions by setting them free, as far as may 
be possible, from the alien and corrupt- 
ing political influences which have trans- 
formed them from beneficent factors in the 
process of industry into instruments of 
civic degradation. - Peaceful: picketing 
has grown into a barbarous menace to in- 
dividual liberty. and its effect on English 
character is already deplorable. It 15 
essential that it be effectively restrained. 
“If personal freedom be, indeed, the 
salt of life, and if the right to exercise 
his civic franchise be an intergral part 
of a free citizen s heritage, then*the prin- 
cipal beneficiaries of a reform of trade 
union law will be the trade unionists 
themselves.” 
EMIGRATION. 

The Bishop then referred to the treat- 
ment of unemployment, and said that in 
the ever-severer competition of industrial 
communities Britain could not afford to 
be handicapped by the dead weight of a 
mass of unemployed citizens maintained 
out of rates and taxes. Emigration re- 
mained the only hopeful method of dis- 
posing of the large population in Great 
Britain. which could be employed and 
which possessed a potency of valuable 
citizenship in other communities which 
could utilise them.

Fifty earthquake shocks, beginning at 
12.18 a.m. yesterday, and continuing 
intermittently ‘or ten hours, did much 
material damage in the southern. part of 
the Imperial ‘Valley, California, and 
frightened the inhabitants of a strip of 
territory reaching from about 150 miles 
north to 60 miles south of the Mexican 
border. - The worst shocks were felt at 
the border town of Calexico, California, 
and Mexicali, on the Mexican side of the 
frontier in Lower California. The damage 
to both is estimated at 2,500,000 dollars 
(£500,000), of which from 500,000 dollars 
‘to 750,000 dollars worth was done in 
Mexicali. There many buildings were 
demolished by the tremors or set on fire. 
The breaking of all the water-mains 
crippled the fire brigades.

THE CENSUS OF - 
_ PRODUCTION. 


PA PERS TO BE SENT OUT 


THIS. MONTH. 


Just now the Statistical Branch of the 
Department of Industry and Commerce in 
Dublin is preparing for the census of pro- 
duction which will be taken in the Free 
State within the next-two months. It is 
the’first occasion on which a census of the 
kind will have been taken in Ireland, and 
the Department attaches great importance _ 
to it, 

There are in round numbers | ‘ween 
15,000 and 16,000 individuals or firms 
engaged in production of one kind or 
another in the Free State, and that 
number of schedules: will be issued by the 
middle of the present month and must be 
filled up and returned by these manu- 
facturers by the beginning of March. 


THE SCHEDULES. 
Discussing the matter with an: official 
of the Statistical Department, an [fish 
Times reporter was informed that, untike 
the census of population, where the in- 
quiries were made through the agency of 
the Civic Guard, the inquiries in the case 
of the census of industrial production will 
be conducted directly between the Statis- 
tical Department and the manufacturers 
through the post. According to the 
Statistics (Census of Production) Order, 
185, particulars must be given as regards 
every industry, and the Department has 
classified the principal industries into 59—~ 
either single industries or groups of allied 
industries—for every one of which aspecial 
schedule. has been drawn up. There is 
also a schedule which will be used for less 
important industries, or those industries 
in which there are only few producers, as, 
for example, the sugar factory at Carlow. 

The information which is sought covers 
every. sphere of industrial activity. The 
quantities of flour imported must be 
shown; the number of persons in employ- 
ment must be given, togethér with the 
description of employment, salaries, wages, 
etc. 

SPECIAL INFORMATION. 

In some of the industries the Depart- 
ment is asking for additional information 
to show the capacity of the undertaking. 
For instance, flour millers will be asked 
how many sacks of flour they can turn 
out per hour when the mills are working 
at full capacity, in order to show the full 
employing possibilities of the industry. 
Bakers similarly will be required to state 
how many loaves of bread of various 
weights they can produce in a given time. 
From the textile industry information 
will be sought as to the number of spinning 
.machines and looms which are in opera- 
tion and the widths of ‘the cloth produced. 

A great deal of other information is 
also demanded, but the forms are prepared 
in such a manner that no difficulty should 
be experienced in filling them up 
accurately. It is a matter of the highest 
importance that these statistics should be 
available and that industrialists should 
willingly co-operate with the Statistical 
Department. It might, however, be 
mentioned that it is compulsory on manu- 
facturers to supply the information. 
‘Failure to do so renders the offender liable 
to a penalty not exceeding £20 or three 
months’ imprisonment. 


, STRICTLY CONFIDENTIAL. 

It is also well to point out that all the 
information received, will be strictly con- 
fidential, and will be confined exclusively 
to the Department, of Statistics, None of 
the information will be at the disposal of 
the Income Tax Department or any other 
office concerned. with taxation. The 
statistics will deal with the year 1926. 

Later a census of production as regards 
agriculture and fisheries will be taken.

, On Christmas Day they were visited by 
Mary, who lives- with her uncle at Birdstown, 
in the Free State. All had breakfast together 
on Christmas Day.. It consisted of bread, 
butter, .tea-and minced meat. The minced 
meat had been purchased on the previous day 
in Londonderry by Rese, Some time after 
breakiast the servant man felt ill, but not 
seriously. Dinner on Christmas Day included 
duck. On the following Sunday the servant 


man went to Londonderry to attend Mass, 
while the four sisters—Rose, Kate, Sarah 
Anne and Margaret—went to the house of 
their elderly aunt, Mrs. Sarah Quigley, aged | 


eighty, a widow, residing in the neighbour- 
hood. There Margaret had fits of \omiting, 
and she and Rose returned home, Kate and 
Sarah Anne remaining overnight at their 
aunt's house. They went home on Monday 
morning, promising to come back again that 


evening. 
In the meantime, ‘the four sisters became ill 
with inteuse vomiting, and on Tuesday morn- 


ing when Hugh Quigley, a son of Mrs. Sarah 
Quigley, went over to inquire why Kate and 
Sarah Anne had not come to their aunt's 
house, as promised, he found them all in bed 
ill, The illness continued throughout the 
week, the four sisters gradually getting worse.

was apparently no thought of calling in 
medical aid, although a nephew of the 
sisters did get some medicine in Londonderry

On Friday afternoon Rose took some fits, 
and then Dr. Sproule, the family doctor, 


was -summoned. and he found three of the 
sisters extremely ill, with very little hope of 
their recovery. He called into consultation

ing morning Kate was weeping bitterly about 
her «sister's death, and lamenting her loss, } 
when she took a sudden turn for the worse,

At that time Margaret was seriously ill,.

In the meantime, Mary, who had 
returned to her uncle’s house, also took 
ill, and on Saturday when she had come 
back to her sister’s house was regarded as 
in a serious condition. Doherty on Saturday 
and yesterday also still felt the effects of

The matter was not reported to the Lon- 
donderry police until Saturday afternoon, 
and they immediately proceeded to the scene 
to make investigations. Apparently , they 
have so far been unable to trace where the 
minced meat was bought in Londonderry, the 


sister who. bought it being the first to die. 


While the police were investigating the 
deaths of the sisters the octogenarian aunt 
died suddenly, apparently having succumbed 
to the shock occasioned by the news of the

KERRYMAN’S END IN.

On Saturday afternoon a young man named 
Maurige Curran (25), a farm labourer, and 
a native of the Waterville district of the 
County Kerry, was shot dead at a place 
named Rathkea, about four miles south-west 
ef Tipperary.

Curran’s body on the roadside. Apparently 
death had been instantaneous.

In 1923 he 
played against Wales and Ireland, while in 
1924 and 1925 he was chosen for the England 
team in every match, including that against 
the New Zealanders last season. Corbett, 
who has so far made twelve appearances for 
England, made his selection uite certain by 
the way, he acquitted himself in the only 
trial match in which he took part—Probables 
and Possibles at Exeter—when he gave a 
superb display. 

An export giver of the “dummy,” he is an 
ideal centre, possessing a splendid pair of 
hands and the ability, not only to create 
openings for his colleagues, but to go ag 
himself, His value in defence is enhanced by 
his excellent kicking, and, as he has real 
brains for the game, he should prove a 
worthy successor to Wakefield. The latter 
took over the captaincy after W. J. A. 
Davies relinquished it in 1923, and has 
occupied the position for the last three 
seasons. Wakefield, who has played uninter- 
ruptedly since the war, will be taking part in 
his thirtieth international encounter.
